RULES AND REGULATIONS — VI. ! ' 
As Adopted From Time to Time Governing the Conference. 

. 1. The 4iours for meeting, and adjourning shall be from 8:30 
a. m. to 12:30 p., m. The first half-hour -for deyotional. exercises. 

2. The Statistical Session shall convene at 3 p. m. the after- 
noon of the first day, when every pastor will report. Where no 
report is given, the Statistician shall insert last year's report, en- 
closed within parenthesis. After the close of the third day's ses- 
sion, no statistics shall be received, the secretary having previously 
announced the names of the delinquents in open Conference. 

3. All committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be nomi- 
nated by District Superintendents in open Conference:; Any mem- 
ber/for cause, may be excused from serving on two committees 
at the. same time. 

4. In making motions, the mover will observe the parliamen- 
tary usages. ; governing the same, by first, arising, then addressing 
-the -chair, ; and r wait until.. accor.ded4he^floor., r -.W : hen-:thusirecog^ 
nized he shall not be interrupted by another member, except by 
the President or on such motions as .parliamentary practice gives 
the precedence. ■ ■■■'<■ 
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5. Neely's, Cushing's and Smith's Parliamentary Practices 
shall be the Manuals used in governing the Conference. 

6. No member shall present charges against another member 
in open Conferencej without having previously notified the ac- 
cused and his District Superintendent in writing. All such charges 
may be referred to a Select Committee, the Bishop concurring. 

7. All resolutions, reports, etc., shall be submitted in writing, 
a copy of which shall be given to the Secretary. ' 

8. . No member shall be permitted to transact any committee 
business during the session of the Conference, unless by special 
request, or to move about unnecessarily .or engage in loud ur need- 
less conversation.. 

9. The Conference Treasurer shall receive, annually, all the 
monies and vouchers from the several pastors and give receipts 
for the same. Absolutely no credit shall be given to any item' un- 
less cash or voucher accompanies the same. 

10. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
session for any length of time without permission from the Con- 
ference. Loitering around, and an apparent indifference to the. 
business of the Conference is un-Methodistical. Those arriving 
late shall pass then 1 names in to the Secretary, so as to be record- 
ed present, as the roll of absentees will not be called after the 
second day's session, v • 

11. A program of the Anniversaries of the several Benevolent 
Societies shall be arranged by the pastor and District Superintend- 
ent of the charge where the Conference is to be held. They shall 
also constitute the Committee on Public ^Worship. Those as- 
signed to duty shall be notified at least three (3) weeks prior, if 
practicable. 

12. The President and Secretary of each committee represent- 
ing the several Benevolent Societies shall have charge of the An- 
niversaries, so far as presiding and taking minutes are concerned, 
and report the same to the Secretary of the Conference. 

13. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached on the third day 
at_3-E..-M. J -under the auspices of -the Aggressive Evangelism Com- 
mission. 

14. After presenting a Resolution or Motion, the main speaker 
will be allowed 15 minutes, to speak to the same, all others 5.

The District stretches along the line of the.S. P. and K. C. S; 
Railroads for 170 miles, and. is crossed by six other railroads and 
branches. It is a region of sugar, rice, lumber and oil. As there 
is not much cotton grown, there is no fear of the boll: weevil; no 
large rivers, hence there are no destructive floods. The District 
embraces sixteen cities and towns, varying in population from. 600 
to 16,000. 

. The Southwest is the "Promised Land" . of Louisiana Method- .. 
ism, but no time must be lost. Trinity at Crowley, King's Mem- 
orial at Abbeville, and the New Church at Shell Beach show what 
can be done. We ought to have within the next five years, neat 
and 1 , substantial, though not necessarily expensive church build- 
ings in all of these towns. ; 

Our first great need is men, energetic men who can bring forth 
new methods to meet the new conditions of our time; men who 
covet a place among the heroes of this world. 
• The Annual Conference at Lake Charles in 1907, the District 
Conference at New Iberia the same year, the Epworth League Con- 
vention and the visit paid to the District, by Bishop Scott this 
year have .all been sources of benefit to the District.

After a careful study of the situation, we are fully convinced 
that one of the perils in our Church is its failure to fully appre- 
ciate the importance of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

A supreme need' of the Church is increased intelligence concern- 
ing present-day conditions, and nothing short of a thoroughly 
informed ministry will move the Church. A falling off in offer- • 
_ ings for our cause indicates the measure: of this need in pastors 
arid people. The General Committee has thus been obliged to 
make a general reduction of sixteen per cent, in appropriations 
and a cry of distress has come up from many quarters. 

■ A debt is unavoidable, and all this because the churches failed 
to measure up in the collections. This is the first year in which 
the cause of Home Missions and Church Extension has stood alone. 
Under the previous order the Church was accustomed to make 

■ a single offering for Missions as a whole, the amount being divided 
by the Genera} Committee. Pasiors are now expected to give 
the cause of Home Missions and Church Extension a separate pre- 
sentation.

William Davis Godman, D. D. 



Born in Marion, Ohio, September 8, 1829, and died in Saint Au- 
gustine, Fla.) December 25, 1908. He graduated with high 
honors, - at seventeen years of age, from the Classical depart- 




ment ; of Ohio Wesleyan University, and filled many places of 
confidence ^ and trust before, comin g south. He was thoroughly 
and liberally educated, in the arts and sciences, also in law and 
theology; also well versed in medicine. He joined ' first the. 
Central Ohio Conference. ^- \ 
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It was while he was President ' of the Baldwin University, Be- 
rea, Ohio, that the call -of the South came to him, His presidency 
at Berea opened to him a career of unparalleled distinction, but 
this he renounced to answer the Macedonian cry of the weak and 
lowly that; came to him from Louisiana. Not unmindful 'to. 
the heavenly vision he did not confer with flesh and blood but 
came to his new field of labor at New Orleans University and the ' 

Orphans' Home, In connect ion wit h which he org a nized the Gil- 

bert Aeademy and Agricultural College April 1 , 1875. From that 
day to the day of his physical dissolution and spiritual triumph, 
not unlike the great apostle to the Gentiles, whether in saving 
our Orphan's Home from an overwhelming debt, establishing 
and endowing an educational centre for generations of our people 
yet unborn; founding the village Of Winsted, with substantial 
homes for our people, or moulding and fashioning fit leaders and 

substantial homebuilders for a needy race, Dr. Godman was in 

labours most , abundant. The prejudices, ostracism and perils 

to which he was exposed, in consequence of his work among us, 

rank him among the martyrs of his race. He was a.great preacher ; 

an gfbipator. that transmi tted his personality to his students; a _j_ 

philanthropist, whose large heartedness. has never been excelled 

if ever equalled among us, and such a* tireless Worker, as craved 

to live and die in effective relation in his conference. The mpnu- 

ment of his. devotion to the work to- which the -Lord . : conse- 

crated him consists not pnly in the lands and buildings which he 

has left us, the debts which he lifted from our institutions and^the 

endowment which he amassed for Gilber t College, but also in the 
splendid preachers, teachers, leaders,' that he trained, and . in the 
leaven of righteousness and nobility of character which he infused 
in the lives of those that came under his training at New Orleans 
University and at Gilbert Academy. He lived the life of the right- 
eous, and his end was like his. He leaves to the world, we trust 
for many years of useful service, the image of his own. devotion, 
in the person of his daughter, Miss Inez Godman. Her life, which 

for many years, has paralleled that of her sainted parents in work ■ 

of mercy and help, to the poor and needy, we trust will continue 
as a projection of that of her lamented, parents.' in the work in 
which they spent so many years of their precious lives;: - ;

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Methodism in the life of New Orleans, unlike Roman Catholi- 
cism, which is cotemporary with that of the city itself, is one of 
the best products of the earlier missionary efforts' of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, before the separation of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, from the parent, stock" in 1844. 
" ThoMethTd^ 

as a monument to the effective missionary work projected and 
carried out by those earlier missionaries, and to those of the Metho- 
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dist Episcopal Church South, who* so faithfully sought to evange- 
lize the unfortunate, benighted slaves among them. 

In those, earlier days, the Negro slaves shared in the services,, 
in the galleries or in the rear portion of their masters' Churches, 
later, separate and distinct Churches or Chapels, as they were 
then, called, were, bought by our people. These were held by 
white trustees for them, as Colored people, , before the civil war, 
jiyhelher._bond__or_free,_could_onLy- own-property— through— w-hite-

tinctive roots; that represented by St. Paul, now Wesley Chapel,, 
and the other represented by Winan Chapel, now known as First 
Street Methodist Episcbpal Church. 

St. Paul or Wesley, as' how known, the mother of Negro Metho- 
dism in the southwest, grew out of the Gravier Street Church or , 
mission, located on the down town side of Gravier Street, between 
Carondelet and Baronne; When they moved into their present, 
quarters in 1844, Liberty Street, called at that time St. Paul Street, 
was a mudhole on* the extreme suburbs of the City. : 
_ Winan Chapel or First Stre et Church came into being in what 
was originally a sailor's church or chapel, and was known as such,, 
on Sixth Street, near Magazine, about the site where Mallaiieu' 
^Church is now located. White sailors, who were Christians, whether 
lay or clerical, used to preach to our people after they bought that — 
property. The Rev. M.. Glascow, an earnest and consecrated 
white minister was their pastor and 'later their presiding elder.. 

Soule Chapel or Marais Street Church and later named Union 
Church, an off shoot from St. Paul or Wesley, was started in a 
private house in Marais Street, between Bienville and Conti Streets 
in 1846. The purchase of that property was effected by a Mr. 
Mount, who kept a shoe store on Chartres Street.. This gentle- 
man together with a certain Mr. Price and others, leading stewards 
of the McGhee or Carondelet Street Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, now. known as the First Church, on St. Charles Avenue, 
were the trustees of these three parent stocks of our present Ne- 
gro Methodism in this city. . 

Among the white ministers, to whom these missions to the Ne- 
groes were given, were the Rev. Drs. H. N. M'Tyeire, JV C. Keener 
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and L. G. Parker, all of whom were honored by their Church with, 
elections to the Episcopacy. 

"" Under the new order of things, other white brethren, who later 
labored among us, were in like manner honored by the Methodist 
Episcopal' 1 Church. I refer to Bishops J. P. Newman and J. C. 
Hartzell. j Several others equally worthy, while not reaching the 
Episcopacy, have since been exalted by our Heavenly Father to 

_t.hi'oneR„olLdQminio n in the eternal world. . 

— Tire "Churches, of our denomination in the city, were organized 
"in the MiWfssrppf"Missi onConf ^erence- in-the historie-second Ghrist- - 
mas Conference of 1865. 

The whole Conference, which has since grown into a multitude, 
with a membership which runs in the hundreds of thousands, in 
reality consisted of only these three Churches, viz. St. Paul, Wi- 
nan and Soule Chapel. St. Paul took its name from that of the 
Street on which is was located; Wihan. an eminent minister of the 
Church South , and Soule Chapel was named for Bishop Soule, Senior. 
Bishop of the Church South, at the time of its erection. Hence 
the "chan"ges-in::;their names-when-they-entered-our-communion. 

The Conf erence which was organiz ed in Wesley Cn urch^byJ3ish- 
op Edward" Thomson, consisted of "six white ahd"twelve "colored- 
men, eighteen in all. Three of the twelve colored, viz. Anthony 
Ross from St. Paul, Henry Green, from Winan Chapel and Scott 
Chinn from Soule Chapel had been licensed as local preachers in 
the southern church, by Bishop Keener, who was their Presiding 
Elder, at the time. When we organized, these men were at once 
ordained deacons and elders, under the missionary rule, in the 
same session of the Conference. : 

From that day to this, Methodism has been one of the most im- 
portant and potential factors in the educational, moral and spir- 
itual life of our people in this City. 

The spirit of Missions soon manifested itself in the erection of 
Poet Street, now known as Thomson Chapel, in honor . of our 
founder Bishop; Mt. Zion and Pleasant Plains leaped forth from 1 
the loins of Wesley; Laharpe Street- Church; now Scott Chinn, or-' 
ganized in Economy Hall on Ursulihe Street, when no balls were 
in progress, and St. Matthew and Asbury came into being out 
of the travails of Soule Chapel, now Union Chapel; Mallalieu de- 
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. veloped from the faith and work of Winan. now First Street Church. 
While . Simpson, phoenix like, risen out of the ashes for the third 
time, and Williams Chapel represent' the heroism and successes 
of Emperor Williams, and those of his immediate successors. Hav- 
en church is a Zion Accession to be credited to the Revs. H. P.W 
Taylor, Stephen Duncan and M. C. B. Mason, who finally clinched 
its union to our Methodism. Cushman, now Carrollton Mission, 
is an off shoot of H aven, while Maiden is the beloved babe of

ville, and the surrounding country, live coals from our Altars, 
sparks from the conflagration centered in the Wesley Chapel Con- 
ference, have ever stood, .and stand today for all that is best in 
the intellectual, moral and spiritual uplift of our people. They 
are exponents of law and order, good citizenship and good gov- 
ernment; and their mission is to promote peace and' good between 
the races and all the- Churches. They stand for the perennial 
growth and perfection of Christian Character, and for the spiritual . 
conquest of the world to. Christ. 

To such a people; to their churches, their schools and univer- 
sfSei7lK©GrcfiaritaEle ^ancfoffier institutions, and to their hearts 
and homes, we most gladly and cheerfully welcome Bishop Neeley, 
the worthy successor of our beloved Bishop Mallalieu, and our ' 
lamented Bishops Fitzgerald and McCabe.
